SPEECH OF CONGRESSMAN FARWELL, OF

They say that an axie is 
certainly in one sense unfinished, because it bas 
to be turtied up to be fitted to the centre of the 
iron wheel by the car-maker. For an axie it is as 
complete as ftever can be until it is brought 
into contact with the wheel; furthermore, the 
word axié is mentioned in the seheduie uuder 
which the Treasury has always put this articie 
before the Boston case and collected the duty.

Tas President has pardoned Fitz John 
Porter. The effect of a pardon is to relieve 
Porter from the continuing part of his sen- 
tence. Since 1863 he has been prohibited 
from holding any office of honor or tryst 
under the United States. Heis now relieved 
from that prohibition. Lis partial friends in 
New Jersey may now, if they see fit, send 
him to Congress, er they may vindicate 
him, as they did that other ne’er-do-well, 
McClellan, by making him Governor. They 
may, in the absence of better employment, 
put him on the new Tariff Commission, where 
his masterly tactics may be of immense bene 
fit to his friends, But, happily, the partiail- 
ty of New Jersey and other foreign nations 
cannot restore Fitz John Porter to the army 
rolls.

Tuk Democrats profess to dislike the 
House Senatorial bill which has become a 
law worse than the Republican caucus bill 
} whieh passed the Senate. But they made 
such a clatter about “ disfranchising Taze- 
well County,” which was ali humbug, that a 
number of “conscience” Republican mem- 
bers refused to support the bill. It necessi- 
tated the reconstruction of several districts 
to place Tazewell in a district with Senator 
Shaw. it was a case of the mountain going 
to the mouse te change the lines and bound- 
aries of half a dozen districts for the pur- 
pose of having Shaw rule over Tazewell. 
Bat it was done, and still the Democrats are 
not happy. They complain that the Kepab- 
licans have a district of "Warren and McDon- 
ough with only $0,924 inhabitants, and an- 
other of Knox and Fulton with 79,009, and 
they complain that both these districts 
are Republican, . whereas théy might 
have been so combined as to have 
made one of them Democratic Their 
real objection is not to their, difference 
of population, but to both being Republican. 
Reverse the political situation, would the 
Democrats throw away a district to please 
the Republicans? Their past record shows 
that they are not in the habitof doing so. 
The Constitution says that * no district shall 
contain less than four-fifths of a Senatorial 
ratio.” The Legislatare has the authority 
therefore to create Senatorial districts con- 
taining four-fifths of a full ratio. A Sena- 
torial ratio under the last census is 00,365. 
Four-fifths of that number is 45.26. Bat the 
district which the Democratic protest com- 
plains of contains 50,934, or nearly 3,000 over 
the minimum.

WHO DEFEATED THE CRIMINAL-CODE 
REVISION. 

The Legislature of Lilinois, at the last extra 
session, was brought face to face with the 
question of amending and revising the crim- 
inal procedure of this State, and that body, 
in criminal] disregard of the public interesta, 
peremptorily refused to take any action on 
the subject. 

The Governor submitted that question to the 
Legislature as a special subject to be con- 
| sidered at this extra session, notifying the 
body of the urgent necessity for some action, 
and advising that a commission be author- 
ized which might revise the criminal proced- 
ure of the State and report the amendments 
to the regular session in January next. 

This reasonable and important recom- 
mendation by the Executive met with 
furiows opposition from the jack law- 
yers from the first. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee of so-called lawyers assailed it 
and denounced it. They reported adverse 
iy on the recommendation, and in that report 
and in the debate deciared that no such re- 
vision was necessary; thatthe criminal code 
of Lilinois was the perfection of wisdom and 
the fruit of centuries of experience; that the 
law was working with great satisfaction (to 
the criminal classes); that it was approved by 
the bar, who desired no reform, and they 
declared that beyond a few discontented 
persons in Chicago not a complaint was 
heard or even whispered against the law 
within the borders of Lilinois! 

The debate, however, silencéd this brazen 
falsehood. The glaring imperfections of the 
criminal law; its open encouragement and 
protection to crime by providing various 
means for avoiding trial and escaping jus- 
tice; its statutory invitations to perjury and 
the protection it afforded to false swearing, 
and the facilities it offered for delays, all of 
which were notorious, were so ably and 
clearly presented by the minority that the 
denial of a necessity for a revision of a code 
under which no villain can be convicted and 
punished so long as he has money with 
which to employ lawyers had to be aban- 
doned. But the shysters who had opposed 
any amendment of the code on the 
ground that the law was perfect, in 
abandoning that ground and thereby con- 
ceding the necessity for such lecislation, 
did not, however, abandon their opposition 
to the commission to make the revision. 
They knew how greatly the law needed 
amendment; they knew that the conviction 
ofa criminal with plenty of money was im- 
possibie, and that very defect in the law and 
protection to crime was the moving cause of 
the opposition to any amendment of the law. 
Their opposition was to any changein the 
criminal law which would make convictions 
of guilty men more probable against the 
efforts of liberally-paid attorneys. They 
wanted the defective law to stand as it was, 
so that criminais might escape as long as 
they paid fees. They wanted the potential- 
ity of an affidavit, no matter how notorious 
its falsehood, to ¢ontinue, so lopg as the 
criminal could furnish the money to pay a 
pettifogger for procuring such affidavits. 

A revision of the criminal code was to 
these dishonest shysters like Paul’s preach- 
ing against the worship of Diana, against 
which the silversmiths who made shrines fur 
the goddess protested, because to destroy 
that worship .was to put their “craft in 
danger,” for, they argued, “ by this craft we 
have made our wealth.” Whereupon the 
craftsmen who made their wealth by making 
sliver images of the goddess, for “two 
hours ” shdated continuously “Great is Di- 
ana of the Ephesians.” So did the shysters 
of that Judiciary Committee and others 
whose profits consisted in bleeding prisoners 
of their money regard a revision of the 
criminal code as putting their “craft in dan- 
ger ” go into the House and for many hours 
shout “Great is the criminal code of Lll- 
neois, for by this craft we have made our 
wealth.” In vain did some honest lawyers 
appeal to the House to pass this needed,leg- 
islation. The “ ctaft’’ was too Uetérmined 


to keep the law in its disreputable condition 


whose votes the bill urged by the Governor 
for a commission was rejected—the vote by 
which thé present shyster code has been 
perpetuated, 

The Senate would have voted for the com- 
mission had there beem any chance for it in 
the House. Im the latter body the question 
was decided, and following is the iist of the 
nfajority whose votes killed the olll. We 
give the names alfabetically, with the name 
of the county represented by each member, 
and the politics of each member :

There were fourteen members absent or 
paired off, and fifty-six voted for the com- 
mission.

AN AFFIDAVIT FOR CONTINUANCE. 

Tne Tariff-Comnilssion bili has been hap- 
pily characterized during the debate in Con- 
gress just closed ag “an affidavit for con- 
tinuance.” It is this and nothing more. The 
advocates of our prohibitory tariff plead for 
more time. They have had but twenty-two 
years fo consider this subject since the Mor- 
rill Tariff bill was introduced, and in that 
limited period they have not been able to 
discover any need of revising the tariff by re- 
ducing it. They have frequently revised the 
rates by leveling up, but never by leveling 
down. 

A fatal defect of the present bill is its 
ointssion to provide that the tariff rates shall 
be reduced. They are merely to be “re- 
vised.” Revision isa comprehensive term. 
A commission to revise the tariff will have 
the power to bring all its parts into com- 
plete harmony by imposing a uniform rate 
of 7% to 100 per cent on every article im- 
ported into the United States. McKinley, 
whoisan ardent supporter of this bill, evi- 
dently looks for some such result. He is in 
favor “ofa tariff for protéction with inci- 
dental revenue,” and he has shown his idea 


of the protection needed by introducing a 


bill which more than doubles the duties on 
cotton ties, steel rails, and other manufact- 
ures of iron not otherwise provided for. 

The character of the commission called 
for in the Commission bill has been the sub- 


ject of much speculation in Washington. 
The tariff prohibitionists, such as Kelley, 


McKinley, and Kasson, say that the commis- 
sion will be composed of impartial persons.

MR. GLADSTONE =e IRISH QUES 

The crisis in British politics precipitated 
by the release of the “suspects,” the aban- 
donment of the coercion policy, the retire- 
ment of “Buckshot” Forster, Secretary for 
Ireland, and the entire change of front by 
Giadstone’s Government is a most in- 
teresting and important one. It is too 
early to form any safe conjecture as to the 
final outcome of the crisis. Everything is 
in confusion just now. The changes have 
produced commotion in every faction. 
Neither the Conservatives, the Whigs, the 
Radicals, the Home-Ralers, nor the Liberals 
are united in the condemnation-or the cen- 
sure which the new policy has brought 
forth, and it will be some time before the 
party lines can be definitively readjusted. 
Forster, who was responsible for the coer- 
cion policy, finds new friends among the 
Conservatives, and loses old friends among 
the Liberais. Gladstone, who assumes the 
responsibility for the new policy, has con- 
ciliated some of his old enemies, but has also 
aroused new antagonisms. it will not be 
until the practical operation of the new 
conditions shall be evident that the political 
advantages and disadvantages can be 
summed up and a balance of losses and gains 
can be struck, 

Some change of policy was unavoidable. 
It had become necessary for Mr. Gladstone 
either to go further in the direction which 
Forster had taken or else té6 start out in a 
new path. All the logic of the situation was 
vpposed to a further pursuit of Forster’s 
methods. The coercion plan had been 
adopted for the express purpose of restoring 
peace and order in Ireland. No other object 
would have justified R. But the experiment 
failed. There is no doubt about that. Every 
element of force was tried in vain. An army 


| of 390,000 British soldiers was sent into Ire 


land. This force was in addition to 15,000 
national police, armed with sabres and car- 
bines, and the entire constabulary. “The au- 
thorities were given and exercised the right 
to arrest and imprison every man and woman 
who was suspected of promoting agitation. 
The constitutional principles of England 
were abandoned in order that there might be 
no restraint upon the effort to coerce 
the people into the payment of rents 
and the suppression of disorder. But it 
was found that the outrages increased under 
this treatment, while the eoilection of rents 
ceased almost entirely, When tenants were 
evicted they located in cabins on the road- 
side, and no one was found willing to take 
the vacated premises. The few tenants who 
violated the popular strike against rents 
were shot at Human life was becoming 
more and more insecure, property was going 
to waste and ruin, and the landlords were 
almost as impoverished as their ejected ten- 
ants. This condition of things could not 
last. Either order and industry must be 
restored, or famine and civil war could not 
be long delayed. 

The political phase of the situation was 
scarcely less distressing than the material 


‘condition of the Lrish people. Gladstone had 


sacrificed a large part of his following by 
adopting the coercion policy, but he did not 
gain sufficiently from the Tories to compen- 
sate for his loss. On the contrary, since 
the failure of coercive measures has be- 
come apparent the Conservatives have 
arrayed themselves against the Giad- 
stone Government on the ground that it has 
resorted to unconstitational methods to op- 
press the Irish. They have been coquetting 
with the Irish vote and in places have se 
cured some of it. Gladstone could notin 
justice to himself and his associates allow 
this current to drift along. It would have 
carried him and his party to perdition. 
Moreover, there is reason to believe that he 
was never personally in strong sympathy 
with the suspension of* the habeas corpus, 
the detention of suspected persons without 
trial, and the substitution of martial force 
for civil law in a time of peace. The pro-- 
gram was in violation of al) his known con- 
victions and previous conduct. When the 
Opposition actually suggested measures to 
enable the Irish tenants to purchase their 
lands through Government help (William 
Henry Smith, a former member of Disraeli’s 
Cabinet, having introduced a bill to that end), ' 
it was high time for Gladstone to take a new 
departure. majority of his party were 
evidently of the same opinion. Forster ad- 


Cabinet were opposed to his views, 

It seems to be admitted on all sides that 
the new course adopted by Gladstone’s Gov- 
ernment will result in at least a temporary 
abatement of the outrages in Ireland. If 
that shall prove to be the effect, it will go far 
to secure a popular indorsement of Glad- 
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A little apathy or aslight change of popular 
sentiment would easily turn over all these 
districts to the Democrats, notwithstanding 
the State might go Republican by 20,000 ma- 
jority. A majority of 683 for Garfield in La 
Salle County, which polls over 13,000 votes, 
is not a very secure margin for next fall’s 
election considering the mixed character of 
the population. Nor is the Presidential ma- 
jority of 347 in Madison an ample one to fall 
back on next November. But several of the 
others are still scantier. Only one district 
carried by the Democrats in 1880 offers much 
prospect of going for the Republicans—viz. : 
St. Clair County, which Hancock carried 
by 3 majority, and Trumbull by 30 over 
Callom, but which the Republicans won on 
the Legislative ticket, and seem to think 
they can do it again. We repeat, the Demo- 
crats cannot justly find fault with the polit- 
ical cast of the Senatorial Apportionment act.

Important Orossing Near Chicago, 


Some ef the Parties ed Arrested by the 
Towa of Police. 


A most disastrous smash-up occurred yester- 
day morning at the crossing of the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern and Western Indiana rail- 
road tracks at Stewart avenue and Fortieth 
street, just one block south of the city limits. 
One man was instantly killed, two lost limbs, 
and half-a-dézen more were badly shaken up 
and bruised. So far as can be learned from dill- 
gent inquiry on the spot and from 
all the principal witnesses, the ‘“ac- 
cident,” «6 called, was the direct result 
of gross neglect and almost unexampied indif- 
ference to the fate of passengers. An inexperi- 
enced man, having only done uine days’ work of 
thé Kind in hie life, was left ih ebarge of a 
point where six tracks cross each other. This 
old man, knowing nothing of the work, was 
hired at the munificent salary of $36 per month, 
and worked Saturday and Sunday alike. His 
duty was to give signals to trains 
on four lines of railroad at the most 
dangerous crossing to be’ found within 
fifty miles of Chicago, and the smash-up, which 
is conventionally termed an “accident,” was the 
immediate and direct result of the criminal 
“ecofomy” which put such a man in such a 
position. 

The smash occurred at about 9:40 a. m. yes- 
terlay. At9:15 the Stock-Yards “dummy,” or 
accommodation train, left the Lake Shore de- 
pot at La Saile and Van Buren streets. 
The train consisted of the engine 
and two passenger coaches, and there were 
not to exceed twenty persons on board, all 
men. The train ran along all right to Forty- 
first street, and then backed in on 
the “Y¥.” or section of a circle by which 
connection is made with the line 
running west to the Stock-Yards. This, of 
course, put the passenger coach to the frunt. 
The train reached the crossing of the Westero 
Indiana and Fort Wayne Roads at Stewart avenue 
and Fortieth streets, where, according to rule, a 
stop should be made and the signal from the 
flagwman there stationed waited for. From the. 
statements of passengers on the train it seems 
very doubtful whether this regulation was 
actually complied with, and, in fact, the 
evidence points the other way. The train moved 
on, and the torward car had just reached the 
track of the Western ladiana Koad, when it was 
STRUCK BY AN ENGINE OF THE GRAND

It was lifted bodily by the engine and carried 
120 feet to the north, where it was dumped on 
its side in the diteb. Happily the force of the 
collision was sufhei@nt to break the couplings 
which bound this car to the uext one, and the 
passengers in the last-uwamed (smoking) car 
scarcely felt the shock. 

The Grand Trunk train which caused the mis- 
chief was a very heavy one, consisting of & 
thirty-eight-ton engine, “No 8,” and 
tweaty-one cars, majority of whiecb 
were loaded with steel rails and other 
beavy freight. it had come to a 6 south of 
the croasing. and was properly signaled to pro- 
ceed. The engine struck the forward passen- 
ger-car a little forward of the ceatre and lifted 
it clean from the track. It mever struck ground 
again until it was tipped on its side in the ditch. 
Not a rail was broken or a stone disturbed on the 
track, but the. demolished car in its on- 
ward course struck first a telegraph pole 
and then a swi p's shanty and leveled 
beth to the ground. shanty contained a 
stove, and this being overtared a fire followed 
which speedily reduced the little frame building 
to ashes.

instantly by the collision was Edward D. Colga 
who res ded at No. 186 North State sétreet. 
Colgan was employed as casbier for Pat- 
rick Cash, a buteher at Nos. &-54 West 
Jackson street, and was on bis way to the 
Stock- Yards to pay for cattle. He was 56 years 
of age, came to Chicago in 1852, and was well and 
favorably known to a large circle of business 
and personal friends.

Another relic of the fray was found at the At- 
lantic Hotei in the person of Wylie rags 
Scotchman residing at Waynesyilie, Lil. r.
